Every. other portion of. the 
earth is not only within reach of the mis- 
sionary, but, to some extent, at least, is oc- 
cupied by men who are obeying the Sav- 
jor’s -lasteommand: “Go ye into all the 
world and preach ttre Gospel to every crea-

And as there is always something pleasant 
in looking at the bright mde of any subject, 
_wemay find some satisfaction in glancing 
fora moment at what.has been done, and 
now: is.doing, for the heathen by the miasion- 


: ary societies of this and other countries. At 


‘the outset, itis fitting that we. should te- 
member that the most wonderful example 
of successful missionary labor is that. of the

dry, smoky, and hazy weather., Local areas of 
low —* with inciment storms im northern 
New-England, bave been dissipated by the pre- 
‘vailing dry Weattiey, Clg remy, weather, 
with” north-westerly winds, , have prevailed op 
the South Atlantic cotst, and’ the cyclone, 

advancing north-west ward over Florida, os on 
orth ward, near’ Savannah’ and east of 
Charleston, and is now central, about. 100 mites 
south-east of Wilaington. ,
